I'Vnir cent* is not an enormous in- 
Icrease in taxes in a city like lavii- 
jiloii. .And for this the county coun¬ 
cil at any rate had something to 
slkiw. It increased the area of the 
parks and breathing places of Ixin- 
don from 2,500 to 5.000 acres. It 
plaied municipal fnsats in these 
|iarks, which, by the way. arc not 
onij ■'•'-supporting, hut have paid 
! aliout $12,500 toward lesseiiiiig the 
I taxes. It put steamlkiats on the 
iThames, which liave been an iin- 
meiise Immi to the osi|wd-up cili- 
7ens of I^iiplon—fki.iKio people 
availed themselves of this pleasure 
on the .August Itaiik holiday alone. 
The lioats, as a first ex|wriment, 
were a hiiaiicial loss, hut a loss that 
was gradually dimiiiishiug. and the 
advantage was for the [woplr of 
Isiiiilon. Througliout the summer 
these Isiats carried a million pas¬ 
sengers a month, riie oiuiity coun¬ 
cil pulleil down the worst slums of 
!..;ndon. It put iu an improved 
sewerage system. It roducixl the 
death rate in one of the most 1111- 
.saiiitary districts from 40 deaths 
(>er 1,000 inhabitants lieforc the 
rouiity council tixik it in liund. to 
only 14 |>er i.ixxi iiihahitanls. It 
has als<» done a great deal toward 
lessening the ovcrerowdiiig if con¬ 
gested ilistricts by providing onc- 
cent fares on the munici|>al street 
cars. It doubled the fire brigade, 
thus making life and pniiierty dou¬ 
bly secure. .And it educated foo,- 
000 children in its schools. 

.All these things, providing for 
the life, health and enjoyment of all 
I the i>eo|iIc of Ixinikm, are surely 
I worth an increase of 4 cents |H-r 
INiuiul on the taxes.

Shown to be a Bogey. Municipal 
Trading. Has Been a Boon to the 
Masses. Tne Relation of Debts to 
Assets.

TTie c.vptains of industry arc appalled 
at their own inability to control or 
direct the rapidly socializing forces 
of iiidnstry.

Tlie 
universal increase of the uncertaitity 
of eniployineitt, the universal capitalist 
deierniination to lireak down Ihc unity 
of labor in the trades unions, the 
widespread apprehensions of impending 
change, reveal that the euiutitulions 
of capitalist society are passing under 
the power of iiiberiiig forces that Will 
soon destroy them. 

Into the midst of this strain and 
crises of civiliaatioo, the Social-

The electric liglilintj plant of 
I.iveriKxd. after ixivind interest and 
sinking fund and re-hicint; prices

tfasworks they have paid nearly 
S12.500.ocx> of profits for the reiluc- 
lioii of taxes. 

This is what nimiicip.il ownership 
adniinistrativins have done in fireat 
Britain. I cite these fiiptres to 
show that, as a matter of adiitinis- 
Iration, municipal ownershi]i is a 
snree.ss, AV'e, as .''ocialiits, arc n it 
concerned for the reduction of 
taxes, if we had e.mtrol of these 
municipal enteriinses. profit.s woiibl 
I'D to the public iu better aitd 
cheaper scrvdcc/ and to the em¬ 
ployes in hiftlier watres and shorter 
Ivnirs.

We. the Socialist party, in conven¬
